If the people of California desire 
to see the State Highway program' 
contained in the $4 0,0 0 0 ,0 0 0 bond is­ 
sue which they authorized on J uly 
t, 1919, by a vote of seven to one, 
continued to completion in an order­ 
ly, system a tic and hence economi­ 
cal manner, they must now 
make 
that bond issue salable by adopting 
Amendment No. 9 on the ballot at 
the general election nex t Tuesday. 
This 
amendment 
will 
provide 
bonds with a flex ible interest rate, 
whereby the fluctuations in the bond 
market may be followed in the sale 
of bonds, and the State of Califor­ 
nia assured at all times of sufficient 
funds to meet the costs of highway 
construction a s they accrue. 
The plan is a very simple one, 
which has proved 
satisfactory 
in 
Oregon and severa l ea stern states. 
Amendment No. 9 crea tes a state 
highway finance board consisting of 
the governor, controller, treasurer, 
chairman of the State Board of Con­ 
trol and chairman of the California 
Highway Commission, which serves 
without compensation or 
ex pense. 
When the highway 
work requires 
the sale of a block of bonds, say for 
ex ample $ 3,000,000, it becomes the 
duty of this board to fix the interest 
rate and offer the bonds for sale. If 
the board determines, after investi­ 
gation of bond market conditions, 
that a 4% per cent state highway 
bond will sell at par, it fix es the in­ 
terest rate for this $ 3,000,000 block 
at that figure. 
However, if it re­ 
quires 5 per cent or 5 1-4 per cent 
bond to sell, the board may fix that 
rate, or any other rate not ex ceeding 
6 per cent, which is the max imum 
allowed under the amendment. 
On 
the other hand, If bonds conditions 
so improve that a 4 per cent or 
4 1-4 per cent bond will sell, the 
board is empowered to fix the lowest 
rate that the market will absorb. 
It is not believed by those who have 
studied the situation, that during the 
period which will be required for the 
complete disposition of the $ 40,000,- 
000 the state will pay on the aver­ 
age much over a 4% per cent rate, 
but the Sta te will have a constant 
market for its highway bonds, and 
any increased interest cost, even up 
to the max imum, will be more than 
offset by the ability of the Califor 
nia Highway Commission to proceed 
confidently with a consistent 
and 
comprehensive plan of building the 


roads authorized. 
The second 
part of Amendment 
No. 9, which relieves counties 
of 
present and future payment of inter­ 
est on state highway construction 
within their limits, is equally 
im­ 
portant, if viewed from a standpoint 
of justice and equality. 
When the 
legislature in framing the first bond 
issues for state highways provided 
that the counties should pay the in­ 
terest, it acted under the presump­ 
tion that the highways 
would 
be 
more valuable for 
local 
than for 
through traffic and, therefore, If the 
sta te retired the bonds, the counties 
should pay the interest. 
However, 
in 
constructing 
trunk 
lines 
and 
laterals by the most direct and fea s­ 
ible routes, and with the phenomi- 
nal development of through traffic, 
both passenger and freight, it has 
been found that the local traffic ty? 
most sta te highways is about 25 per 
cent of total. 
Furthermore, 40 coun­ 
ties out of the 57 in the sta te have 
been obliged by the demands for im­ 
proved roads created by 
the con­ 
struction of 
the 
sta te system, to 
vote bonds for county system s of 
their own, on which they pay both 
principal and interest. 
Again, in the 
construction of the sta te system it 
was found that a large proportion 
of the longest and most ex pensive 
construction 
lay through counties 
sparsely settled and having a small 
assessed valuation. 
For these rea­ 
sons the 
payment of interest on 
state highway bonds became an in­ 
tolerable burden on many counties. 
Mono county was found to be rais­ 
ing 48 cents on the 
$ 100 to meet 
state highway bond interest, Shasta 
35 cents, while Los Angeles raised 
less than one cent and San Fran­ 
cisco nothing at all, because there

With this ham­ 
mer he can do more damage in a 
moment than a good man can repair 
in a week. His first inclination is to 
use this form of persuasion on any 
and ev ery refractory part, and this 
is a desire w'hich should be ev or- 
come. 
Not only should the hammer itself 
not be used on any metal parts with­ 
out th*i interv ention of a block of 
wood to protect the surface, but care 
must be exercised to av oid hiting 
the other parts through the inac­ 
curacy of aim that distinguishes the 
unskilled wielder of this tool. 


A poorly aimed blow that misses 
its target and lands on one of the 
v alv e push rods or similarly v ulner­ 
able parts with any degree of force 
is apt to cause trouble of an expen­ 
siv e nature. 
It is a good thing for the nov ice to 
be sparing in the use of his hammer 
as a cure-all. Do not resort to it 
unnecessarily 
and do 
not 
use 
a 
sledge-hammer blow where a iight 
tap will do the work.

Co ntrary to prev ailing belief, the 
lea st o f a pro phet’s duties was to 
fo retell future ev ents.

o f all, an ex ample o f what he taught. 
He directed the 
peo ple, 
amo ng 
who m he liv ed, by being, in co nduct 
and co nv ersatio n, a man appro v ed 
o f Go d. A sheep is a sheep, and a 
wo lf is a wo lf. One is nev er mistak­ 
en fo r the o ther. But a fa lse pro phet 
is a sham man—a “ w o lf” that simu­ 
la tes the ino ffensiv eness and o ther 
characteristics o f a sheep that he

hard to do . His whining so unds, to 
tho se he deceiv es by it, like the 
bleating o f a sheep in distress. If in 
jail fo r the fiendish murder o f a do z­ 
en wiv es, “ weepy ” wo men sho wer 
him with sy mpathy and cho ice bo u­ 
quets. Huh ¡lo o ks v ery much like a 
go o d many “ ewes” want the “ w o lf' 
to get them! Peo ple o f go o d sense 
kno w what to do with "a wo lf in 
sheep’s clo thing,” but a “ sheep,” — 
and especially o ne that is o f the 
“ female gender,” —that is witho ut 
reaso n o r pro tecting instinct, is an 
eternal enigma. 
There are so me v ery simple and

“ NOVEMBER 11—OVER THERE” 
Over there, in the Fields of France, lie seventy thousand American 
boys. They left us in those heart-breaking days of 1917 and 
a"d '*• 
wrung their hands and told them to do their duty, and to come back safe 
If God were willing. 
We told them we were back of them in the great crusade to crush 
Autocracy and to make the world safe for Democracy. With our hearts 
breaking we told them how hard it was for us to think of giving them up, 
but we were willing to let them go, and knew they were willing to go, be­ 
cause this was a war which must be fought to end war forever. 
We saw khaki-traln a fter khaki train take the grim trail eastward to 
Hoboken. 
And we knew a s our soldiers stepped on the gangplanks that 
they went with the conviction that they were fighting a war to end war, 
and that never again would the United States permit any nation in any 
part of the world to settle its disputes by resorting to force. 
( 
Seventy thousand of those boys, each one as dear to some mother s 
heart as were those who came back, lie buried under the battle-torn flejas 
of ruined France. They sacrificed more than we can ever sacrifice. 
T hey 
died knowing tha t with our hearts and our hands we had promised that 
their children and their children’s children should never be forced to sac­ 
rifice their lives in war. 
When the great silence came over the fields of France on November 
11, 1918, the world turned its eyes to Woodrow Wilson, who had pledged 
the greatest nation in the wArld to the task of securing for unborn gen­ 
erations a permanent and a lasting peace, a peace which should include 
within ft a League of Nations of the world which should solemnly pledge 
itself to maintain the peace of the world by agreeing to abolish war and 
to settle disputes among them selves by justice and arbitration. 
Yet, we demanded tha t this League contain more than a vow of good­ 
will. We demanded that it contain the moral and economic backing of ail 
the nations of the world in a specific pledge to boycott and crush any na­ 
tion jeopardizing the peace and safety of the w o rl d by resorting to war 
without first presenting its disputes to the a sse m b l e d nations of the world 
in order to obtain a just and a peaceful settl em ent. This pledge is known 
« is Article X« 
President Wftson went to Paris, and after consulting with the best 
minds in Europe and America, not excluding those patriotic Americans, 
EHhu Root and William Howard Taft, he drafted, and had accepted by 
thirty-three nations of the world, and signed and brought back to the peo­ 
ple of the United States of America the fulfillment of this pledge—a pledge 
given to the soldiers and to the mothers of the soldiers of America— in 
1917 and 1918—The League of Nations. 
Wc will pass over the following painful year of shame and humilia- 
tion, in which selfish politicians scorned and reviled this pledge for their 
own persona! and partisan purposes. 
All this is too well known to need 
mention— or restatement here. 
Within three short days these same citizens of America, these same 
mothers and fa thers who went home in silence in 1917, a fter the troop 
train had departed, their hearts too full to speak; their eyes holding back 
the tears of suspense and sorrow and sacrifice, are to have their chance 
to redeem this pledge they made to their boys, to the boys of America who 
died in France and Flanders. 
We are to elect on November 2, a President and a Congress on the 
clear, unequivocal issue as to whether we shall or shall not redeem this 
pledge. 
When the election is over, when the flag s are draped at half-mast on 
November 11 in honor of the seventy thousand lads whose graves are 
marked by the crosses “ row on row” at Surrennes, and in the grim w a stes 
of the Argonne, do we want to send our message over the sea only to say: 
"We have repudiated the Pledge. 
We are about to sign a shameful 
Peace with Germany under the leadership of President Harding. We have 
destroyed the League to end wars, and we are recompensing you for your 
deaths by leaving the world no better than it was before. 
We are still 
passing on to your children and your children’s children the heritage of 
strife and slaughter which you fought and died to help destroy." 
Or do we want to kneel on November 11 before the great unseen 
shrine of our dead in France, and send to their lonely graves across the 
sea the great spiritual m essage: 
“ We have redeemed the Pledge which we gave you when you left, 
never to return. 
We have chosen to become a part of the League of Na­ 
tions which will end war. 
We will enter the League, consecrated with 
your blood on the fields of France, and promise to maintain for your chil­ 
dren and your children’s children the priceless heritage of peace. 
We 
have elected a President who is pledged to keep the faith. 
You have not 
died in vain.” 
And from far across the sea, from the lonely depths of the graveyards 
which crown the hills and va lleys of France, there rpay come their murmur 
in answer: 
“ To you from fallen hands 
We throw the torch— Be yours to hold it high; 
If ye break faith with we who die 
We shall not sleep, though poppies blow 
In Flanders Fields.”
